In a word, -if- the 
Quakers will neither b/yſþ nor repeet, or ſwear 
lawfully, as Iſrael here did ; then moſt certain it is, 
that neither thoſe 7/raelites were true Quakers, 
nor theſe Quakers true 1/reel/ites. And thus 'tis pal- 
pable enough, that though our Quaker will- not 
humble himſelf ro- the taking of a lawful Oath, 
yet he does not at all boggle the telling of an un-

But why our Thowas ſhould be (o brisk in the 
falſe, and fo dull in the true notion of fear and 
trembling, I cannot imagine, unleſs to e poor 
weak and ſimple people with the fancy of his be- 
ing ſome mighty Hero in Dioinidy, nnd the onely 
Oracle of _—_ myſteries. But alas ”um Soul | 
this ſpiritual Bajt won't take; the poiſon of it has 
caten quite through the Varniſh, and does of it 
ſelf diſcover the poverty of the whole Plot, He 
pretends to fear, and at the ſame time- vouches 
himſelf above the ſtate of a Saint Militant, which 
if true, would make fear a wolt unneceſlary thing z 
for perſe@ love py out fear. The Watchmen 
at our Saviour's Grave were 4ſraid, and btcame as 
dead men : But the Angel of the Lord faid to the 
holy Women, Fear not ye, for I know that ye ſeek. 
Jeſws ; which moſt plainly ſhews, that the ſervile 
fear the Enakers are poſſeſſed with, is perſetly in- 
conſiſtent with the holy temper of ſuch as in reati- 
ty 
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ty, with zealow and humble confidence ſeek the 
Lord Jeſw. We are bid to come boldly to the 
' Throne of Grace; and 'twas of the wicked onely 
it was ſaid, The Lord ſhalt lawgh at their calamity, 
and mock when their fear cometh : But the righ- 
teow ſball rejoyce in the Lord, and all they that are 
true of heart ſhall be glad, (Pal. 64. 10.) And, My 
ſoul ( (aid David ) ſhall be ſatisfied as with mar- 
row and fatnefs, when my month praiſeth thee with 
joyful lips. Our laps'd Sinner was therefore wile 
onely 1a his own conceitz whom 8olomon fore- 
ſeeing, gave neceſſary and juſt direqtion how he 
ought to be treated: A whip ( faics he )) for the 
horſe, 4 bridle for the Aff, and arod for the fools 
back, ( Prov.
